The Holy City of Mecca to agteat 


distributing poibt-lor cholera; in.lact, it 
is a Sort of «e»riijg-l>dv>9e for ifflisdrta 
of infcctioM diseases.' In 1866, ''it i« 
said, twenty thousand pilgrims dted 
there of cholera in six days, and the 
city for centuries has teen the focus of 
plagues,- which have been brought from 
all directions, and thence distnbntod by 
returning pilgrims -over -three conti- 
nents. 
' 
; 


For many centuries there has been an 


incessant stream of pilgrims to and 
from Mecca. To be present at the 
Kourban Baaram is the great : aim and 
end of Mohammedan life, and to reach 
there hundreds of thousands abandon 
homes and property, 
, and. undertake 


perilous and 
exhausting 
journeys: 


From the North Atlantic and Mediter- 
ranean shores of Africh, iromTimbuctoo 
and Western Africa, frotn Siberia, from 
the Danube and the Sea of Azof, from. 
tho western provinces of China, from 
the cities of Europe,' and from tbe mosl 
remote Mohammedair settlements con- 
stant processions Of pilgrims arc pass- 
ing to and from Mecca; tor this pilgrim- 
age, at least onco in a life-time, is oind- 
iug on all true Mohammedans, and he 
who dies without having made it might 
as well have been a Jew, a Christian, or 
a dog. 


The return of one pilgrimage is never, 


accomplished from any of tho larger 
settlements before another is on tho 
move. They arrive in great caravans, 
and the misery and hardships they en- 
dure are equal to those suffered by the 
Hindu devotees. Some come by sea to 
Jedda upon the native vessels, which 
sire saturated with infectious poisons, 
Each passenger receives only sufficient 
space to squat upon. The -intense heat 
of the day, tho miasmis of the tright, 
privations of all sorts, the "want! of sleep 
and food and exercise induce a physical 
condition but little short of death. 
Many die on board the vessels, but the 
most have strength enough left to drag: 
themselves to tho Holy City. Those 
who go by land and on; foot auflfer even 
worse. 


Having arrived at Mecca without rest 


or food, the pilgrims enter at onoo upon 
their religious duties. Th« first is to 
visit tho Kjiaba, the Holy- Ternple, and 
tho tomb of Ishmael, upon which rests 
the stone lot down from Heaven. 
Upon 


(lip arrival at the Kaaba all. drink and 
perform their ablutions : in the well of 
Zem Zcm. 


Tho water is tepid, salty and milkish 


in color. It might have been pure once, 
but it lias not been so in centuries. 
No 


pilgrim ever quits Mecca without carry- 
ing n jar of this water away with him, 
und it is impossible to over-estimate tho 
potency of the Zcm Zem spring in 
spreading cholbraand other diseases. 


In Mecca, all tlw essentials for an epi- 


demic are constantly gathered, as well 
as the meass far distributing, the germs 
of disease broadcast. Tho pilgrimages 
in India and. Arabia hare received- tho 
attention of sanitarians; for several years, 
but no means'have been found, so strong 
is tbe religious sense, to-'prevent the dis- 
Bemimitlon'of'fliSeas'e By them. 
: ' 


The present 'opidcmio in Franco can 


be traced from Hnrdwar to Mecca, from 
Mecca to Egypt, and thence along tho 
Mediterranean to Toulon and. Mar- 
seilles. — Cor. New. York Sun.

Thlncs." 


In China the "four most precious 


things" arc the paper-plant, ink und IbJ 
saucer, and tho brush. 


Tho hornet, whose sharp sting is thoj 


terror of children, is tno recognnedi 
pioneer of papermakere. 
Its cellular, 


nest, on trees and rocks, is built of 
material which resembles 
tho most' 


delicate tissue-paper. 


Eighteen hundred years ago, 
the 


Chinese, acting- upon the wasp's Sugges- 
tion, nmde paper from iibrons matter 
reduced to pulp. 
Now; each province 


makes its own peculiar variety from 
tho innermost bark of different trees. 
The young bamboo, which grows six or 
eight inches in a single njgnt, is whit- 
ened, reduced to pulp in a mortar, 
nnd sized with alum. 
From this pulp 


sheets of paper are mutie in a mold by 
hand. 
The celebrated Chinese rice 


paper, that so resembles woolen and 
silk fabrics, and on which are painted 
quaint birds ami flowers, is manufac- 
tured from compressed pith, which is 
lir.<l cut spirally,, by a keen kuifo( . into 
thin slices, six inches wide and twice as 
long. Immense quantities of paper are 
used by tho Chinese for a great variety 
of purposes! Funeral papers, or paper 
imitations of earthly things -which they 
ile.siru to bestow on^departed friends, are 
burned over their; graves. 
They nee 


paper window-frames, paper sliding- 
doors, nnd paper visitng cards a yard 
long. It is related that when r» distin- 
guished representative of tho British 
Government once visited Pckin, several 
servants brought him a huge roll, which, 
when spread out over the large floor, 
proved to be the visiting card of the 
Chinese Emperor. — dots. £. lioitcm, in 
St. Xicliolas. 


People Who Cannot Hake'Fire. 


The Papuans of tho Maclay coast of 


New Guinea arc represented by the 
Russian explorer, Dr. Miklucho Maclay, 
as being in the most primitive stage. 
Thc.y are wholly unacquainted with 
metals, and make their weapons of 
stone, bonos, and wood. They do not 
know how to start a fire, though fire is 
in use among them. When the traveler 
askotl thorn how they made; a tire, they 
uould not understand his question, but 
they regarded it as very amnsing, and 
answered that when -a person's;fire went 
out lie got some of a neighbor, nnd If 
all the iires in the village SbtfuW go out, 
they would get it from the next village: 
Some of the natives represented that 
their fivtlicr.9 and gmnrlfjithers had told 
them tlmt they reniemberered a time, 
or had heard from their ancestors that 
tharc was a time, whon fire was not 
known, anil everything was eaten raw. 
The natives of the Southern coast of 
New Guinea, having, no iron, • shave 
themselves now with ft: piece of glass.: 
Formerly they shaved with flint, which.' 
they could sharpen Tralte well, and used) 
with considerable dexterity. —Popular 
Science MonilUy.

NEW YOKE, Sept. 15.—[Special] — 


Tb» New York Tribune, commenting 
on the new batch of Mulligan letters, 
says: "Malice has overreached itself 
at last. 
Tbe new lettern published 


for the purpose o( injuring Mr. 
Blaine ^j far to vindicate him. 
When Mulligan and Fishe' ransack- 
ed their correspondence eight years 
ago for material to blacken Mr. 
Elaine's reputation, their cold and 
deliberate malice rejected the letters 
now putrtiehed. 
If there were then 


in their hands any which conld have 
done him harm, we mpy be sure 
those would have been produced. 
Bat the letters now printed, though 
they contain no new charge, nor a 
ecrap of evidence that tends to enB; 
tain any old charge, do contain much 
that is of the greatest value to Mr. 
Blaiue. For that reason his accusers 
when cool were shrewd enough to 
suppress them. But now they see 
publio opinion moving forward with 
resistless sweep toward Mr. Blaine's 
election; they are maddened and des- 
perate; they hunt their pigeon-holes 
again for the dregs of ancient scan- 
dal, and in their fury they brand 
themselves with falsehood, and for 
the first time disclose the true charac- 
ter of the transections between Mr. 
Blaine and Mr. Fisher. 


"The new publication embraces 


that very letter of Oct. 24, 1371, 
which Mr. Blaide hpa for eight years 
been accused of suppressing. 
As the 


Sun showed with great clearness, the 
oft reiterated charge was reduced at 
last to this one letter which waa nam- 
ed in Mulligan's memorandum, but 
which Mr. Blaine declared was not 
in the package received and publicly 
read by him. Continnally the Times, 
the Post, acd other papers have re- 
peated that Mr. Blaine lied and had 
deliberately suppressed this letter. 
Yet now the blundering rage of his 
baffled accusers produces it from 
their own stock and makes one thing 
clear. 
For eight years Mulligan has 


seen Mr. Blaine falsely accused of 
suppressing this letter and has known 
all the time that the charge was 
false, because he hold in his possss- 
sion the proof. 
Yet he has kept 


back that proof and silently allowed 
the lie to go on doing ih dishonest 
work, and thua has made that lie his 
own in order to blacken the charac- 
ter of Mr. Blaine. In the light of 
this fact who should be relieved, Mr.

Blaine) of the bonds of that ,«oni-

Answer—Yes.

"Question—Were the other sales 


made on the same terms as this sale:? 
Answer—No, sir. 
Quite different. 


"Question—Was the percentage 


which WES realized by Mr. Fisher on 
those other sales different from that 
rehlized on this sale? Answer—It 
averaged about the same. 


"Afterward what? A long gap in 


the correspondence. Even now, it 
is evident, Fisher and Mulligan still 
hold other letters which they dare 
not publish, but deliberately sup- 
press because at this and other points 
in the history the whole troth would 
vindicate 
Mr. Blaine completely. 


But in December, 3870, it appears 
that Mr. Blaine was trying to bor- 
row money for Fisher and Caldwell 
to help them through and at the 
sfime time appealing in vain for the 
bonds promised by Fisher to him 
and by him to his friends who had 
purchased. As he states, Dec. 29, 
Mr. Blaine d\A borrow on his indi- 
vidual promises, but in the letter of 
Jan. 20 he bad to beg in vain for 
'good notes for the $25,000,' and for. 
'the $S2,OCO bonds wbish were made 
by yourself and Mr. Caldwell, the 
express basis of the $25,OCO loan.' 
Thus entrapped by a deliberate 
breach of faith he says: 'Its person- 
al hardships to me are bitter >(>aca 
burning, and humiliating in the last 
degree.' 1 et Fisher and Caldwell 
left him to bear the loss. 
A note 


fell due March 1 and he was com- 
pelled to meet it. 
Another came in 


April, and be wrote: 'It is no more 
my debt than the debt of President 
Grant or Queen Victoria, and I can- 
not believe that you and Mr. Fisher, 
both or either, intend to leave this 
burden upon me. If you do it will 
crush me.' 
Caldwell, April 25, ac- 


knowledged the justice of the claim 
and appealed to Mr. Fisber, being 
unable to act himself. 
Nevertheless, 


Mr. Blaine was obliged to write June 
14 about the ?25,OCO 'which I bor- 
rowed here on my own faith snd 
credit on the distinct understanding 
with you (Fisher) that it was to be 
repaid,' and urges some transfer of 
securities. Fisher still refuses, acd 
Nov. 
8 Mr. Blaine is still praying 


for an honest fulfillment of the con- 
tract. 
'How can I do this* with par- 


ties who have paid their money ear- 
nestly demanding the consideration 
promised me, bnt which I am not 
able to give because I do not receive 
the bonds to which I am entitled by 
contract.1 It is not u question of 
money making ivilh me. It is simply 
a question of saving my word with 
others.'

Blaine, who told the truth, or his that Mr plaice was conscious of no 
accusers, self convicted of falsehood? 
And why was this letter then sup- 
pressed ? Because, as it now proves, 
Fisher and Caldwell had failed to 
make good the pledgee upon which 
Mr. Blaine had borrowed $25,000 lor 
their benefit 


"The great fact which the new let- 


ters established is that Mr. Blaine 
was the victim of Warren Fisher, 
deceived by him from the start, in- 
duced, to involve himself and his 
friends in an undertaking in which 
they all suffered, crippled by the 
refusal of Fisher to keep his word, 
persutided when disaster came to bor- 
row money for the enterprise upon 
his personal credit, and finally left 
in the lurch by his professed friend, 
who reasoned that Mr. Blaine, being 
a public man, could never afford to 
demand what was justly due him, 
for fear of scandal. 
The letters of 


June, 1809, previously published, 
prove that Fisher then made a prop- 
osition to Mr. Blaine which he hesi- 
tated to accept, uncertain whether it 
it might involve larger resources than 
he could command. 
The new letters 


of Oct. 4 and 5 show, what hag been 
evident all along, that he had closed 
the arrangement with Fisher to take 
fr.om him certain bonds in order to 
raise money for the enterprise, and 
that he did not prove a "deadhead," 
but performed his part to the letter. 
Not only took bonds and placed them 
to lift the enterprise over obstacles, 
but had disposed of $125,000 before 
:he letter was written, making men- 


on of his ruling in congress. 
Thus 


ae has been infamously slandered all 
this time by the charge that he refer- 
red to bis ruling in order to get into 
,he concern. He was in it[already,as 
.he new letters prove, and had plac- 
ed all the bonds lie was expected to 
)lace. But these new letters also 
jrove that privacy about that nego- 
.iation w&s urged, not by him, but 
>y Fishor, who was at that time ne- 
gotiating with Caldwell. It may be 
nferred that Fisher did not then 
want Caldwell to know tliat the en- 
erprise had been in such straits. He 
t was who wrote about ' The Impor- 
,ance of keeping all quiet,' and to 
lim Mr. Elaine wrote, ' No one will 
ever know from me that I have dis- 
)osed of a single dollar in Maine, so 
here need be no embarrassment in 
alking with Mr. Caldwell.' 
There 


v«s not a thing in the transaction of 
which Mr. Blaine had reason to be 
ashamed. He had taken at his own 
isfc a block of securities, and by his 
>eraocal credit and reputation with 
riends had placed them, receiving,as 
both Fisher and Mulligan admitted, 
the average rate of per centage that 
others received. Thus May 11,1876, 
Warren Fisher, jr., testified (Misc 
Doc, 176, pages 88 and 89): 


"Question—Was any other bonus 


besides stock ever given in the pur- 
chase of these bonds? 
Answer— 


No, sir. 


"Q.—Were not land-grant bonds 


sometimes given? 
A.—0, yes, if I 


sold $10,000 of these first mortgage 
bonds I would also give as a bonus 
110,000of land-grant bonds, $10,000 
of common stock, and $10,000 of 
the preferred stock. 


"Q.—So that in a sale of 810,000 


of these bonds there was really a 
transfer of $10,000 mortgage bonds, 
$10,000 land-grant bonds, $10,000 
preferred stock, and $10,000 common 
stookf A.—Yea 


"Question—Making a transfer of 


$40,000 instead of $10,000? 
An- 


swer—Yes, sir. 


"May 31, 1870, James Mulligan 


testified. 
(Miscellaneous document 


17G, 
page 94), 


wrong, but suffering keenly from in 
justice? 
Yet, after all this, when a 


settlement was made and it was 
agreed by Warren Fisher, as be ad- 
mitted in his testimony, that the let- 
ters on both sides should be given 
up, it was this same Warren Fisher 
who broke his agreement and kept 
letters or allowed Mulligan to keep 
them for the purpose of defaming 
Mr. Blaice. 
And now, in ballled 


anger, he prints enough of them, to 
show what sort of a man lie is. 
By 


his own betrayal of faith the letters 
uow come to light which show how 
he took all the money he could from 
Mr. Blaine and his friends, broke bis 
own word, and trusted for immunity 
to a public man's dread of scanda 
Ions misrepresentation. To such a 
man Mr. JSlaine appealed in vain for 
the truth. His letter of April 16th 
is an honest man's urgent plea for 
simple justice. 'The letter is strictly 
true,' he writes, and every man 
knows that he would never have 
penned these words with such a re- 
quest if his conscience had told him 
that the statement be wished Fishei 
to make was false. 
The testimony 


of Fisher and Mulligan already quo- 
ted proves that in tbe vital point 
Mr. Blnine stated tbe truth. 
He 


bought bonds on the same terms of- 
fered to others, and by doing so 
involved 
himself 
in 
heavy loss 


while making good the losses of 
friends. 
On that very statement 


which Mr. Blaine asked Fishor to 
sign, in the belief tbat u man be had 
helped at such cost to himself would 
not refuse au act of simple justice, 
his friends may well rest. 
Not one 


of his letters, not one of tho letters 
to him contains any hint or trace of 
abuse of his position as speaker or 
as member of congress. 
Neither 


Mulligan nor Fislier ever charged 
him with any dishonest or improper 
act. 
In all the transactions he was 


an honorable gentleman, and he was 
in the hands of eharpers. 


"What has the public to do with 


tho business relations of Mr. Blaiue 
and Mr. Fisber f 
Nothing, since 


they do not concern his official con 
duct in any particular, nor his per- 
sonal integrity. 
The public has 


judged them rightly. 
Eight years 


ago the worst that could be said was 
said about these transactions, and the 
people, hearing both sides, sustained 
Mr. Elaine as they do now. From 
that day to this, publio confidence in 
him has been growing stronger, pub- 
lic regard for him greater, and the 
latest efforts of his defamers only 
serve to bring upon themselves the 
infamy they deserve."
